Be it engeted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Sgcrion 1. Whenever either House of the Legislature shail
order or direct the imprisonment of any person, for a con-
tempt or breach of its priviloges, in disobeying any order or
mandate of such Houge, or any of its committees, or of AnY Puntshment for
joint committee appointed by the two Houses, requiring the eeatemptof Leg-
attendance of such person as a witness in any malter pending lslature
before such House or eaid commiitee, or in refusing to be
sworn or answer as such witness, such person shall e com-
mitted to the common jail of the county of Ramsey, and the
jailor or keeper of said jail is hereby directed to receive such ’
person and detain him in close confinement for the term spe-
cified in the order of imprisonment, unless he shall sooner
be discharged by the order of such House of the Legisla-
ture, or by dus course of law.

8go, 2. This Act ehall take effect from and after its pas-

sage.
